under consideration since its recent submission, and the report ac- 
companying it, will be published in full by The TRIBUNE, appear- 
ing in daily installments during this week. The report is of such 
manifest importance., not only to the men' affected in its establish- 
ment of a wage scale, hut because of the scheme of labor adjust- 
ment which it proposes that its publication in full is deemed highly 
justifiable.* 


The report considers successively the reasons and basis for a na- 


tional wage scale, the basing of future increases on the changes in 
the cost of living, transportation expenses, shop committees for the 
adjustment of grievances, discrimination, weekly pay and many 
other subjects.

There 
must be growth based upon common 
sense to safeguard a child's -welfare. |

In an occupation of his own choosing, I 
or in a. school where he may be pre- 
pared for an occupation which appeals 
to him. One or the other choice must 
be compelled by law to promote child 
welfare. 
This compulsion 
should 
be 


continuous. 
There should be no age 


limit. 


The issuance of working certificates 


should not be based merely upon physi- 
cal, 
ago and schooling qualifications, 


but upon the following bases: 


(a) Physical, age and schooling quali- 


fications; or 


(b) Psychological tests,

No blanket permits should be issued. 


The name of rhe person, corporation 
or firm employing the child should ap- 
pear on the permit and no person, cor- 
poration or firm other than the name 
of the person, corporation or firm des- 
Jgrcaled in the permit should be allowed 
to employ the child 
who is granted 


such permit. When a child goes from 
an old position to a new one, o. new 
working 
certificate must be issued 


designating the name of the now em- 
ployer. 


Careful placement Is very essential In 


scientific child-accounting. The execu- 
tive duties involved in placement and 
follow-up work should be assumed by a 
regularly appointed vocational advisor. 
The appointment of such an advisor, 
however, should be left to the option 
of the iocnl authorities. 


The responsibility of carrying into 


effect the provisions of such a child- 
welfare act would fall naturally and 
logically upon tho public schools. 
In 


small school districts the executive du- 
ties involved should be assigned to reg- 
ularly appointed vocational advisory;* in 
the larger districts these duties should 
be assumed by definitely constituted vo-

The fact is that very few indeed of 
Italy's real treasures have been lost 
by falling i!]to German han'ds, 
al- 


though the ittvade'd region was full 
of priceless art objects. 
For, in 


spite of the horror and panic at- 
tendant upon that invasion, the Ital- 
ian people carried • ouf a carefully 
organized system of salvage of their 
treasures. 


"When it was certain that the Ital- 


ian line 
-was 
wavering, , Ardtiino 


Colasento, placed by the Minister of 
Public Instruction in charge of the 
work of safeguarding- tho country's 
art treasures, divided the threatened 
region into three zones. The supreme 
command of the army put trucks, 
necessary timber and men at his dis- 
posal. 
There was no time for delib- 


eration. 
Colasenti's 
instructions 


were to keep in contact with the en- 
emy and remove art objects 
only 


when it became evident that a town 
was about to be taken by the Huns. 
He was, therefore, obliged to keep 
watch of a. front 400 miles long, and 
to rush his trucks at a 
moment's 


notice to a yielding- point. 


The plan worked to perfection, it 


has been reported. Citizens of threat- 
ened towns wrapped their art treas- 
ures ready for transportation and 
frequently these would be departing 
on Colasenti'.s trucks from one side 
of a town at the very moment that 
the Austrlana would 
be 
entering 


from the other. 
Of course a few 


valuable paintings were missed, oc- 
casionally some were too large for 
the trunks, others would not br; made 
ready for departure In 
time, 
the 


owners feeling too secure from in- 
vasion and unwilling to risk harm 
to their treasures. 
Most of them, 


however, were saved. 
The 
entire 


collection in the Museum of Padua, 
for example, was removed. 


As Venice was considered to be in 


great danger all the collections still 
remaining in her museums were re- 
moved. 
The Colleoni statue proved 


so heavy that before it could be lift- 
ed from Its foundations and carried 
to safety the crowd that had assem- 
bled to watch the proceedings was 
called upon to help and, seizing the 
ropes, even the children pulled with 
a will. 
Soldiers in -many bombard- 


ed towns did their utmost to save 
tho beautiful old frescoes on the 
ruined walls. 


With the exception of a small part 


of the Museum of Udine, the' only 
art objects believed to have been 
captured by the Huns were a triptlc 
attributed to Titian but whose gen- 
uineness has never been proven, a 
work by 
Pordenone' and a small 


picture of the school of Bellini— 
Christian Science Monitor.

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—Marine issues were the outstanding feature of to-" 


day's professional stock market, their strength affording a striking contrast to 
the general pressure elsewhere. 


Shippings were bouynnt at the opening on announcements of the'offer of 


the United States Government to purchase the large tonnage of the Mercantile 
Marine Company. Marine preferred common and bonds gained. Other strong 
features embraced the motors, sugars and leathers, but rails and prominent 
equipments were irregular. 


Heavy selling of the general list developed later in consequence of further 


circumstantial reports dealing with the cancellation of war contracts. Liqui- 
dation, which was accompanied by considerable bear pressure, concentrated 
mainly in motors, oils, coppers and secondary equipments at recessions of two 
to five points. 
Steels also reacted one to two and active rails averaged five 


point losses. 


Publication of more definite details concerning the Mercantile Marine 'deal 


caused" a further jump of over seven points at midday. Leaders rallied one to 
three points. Steel and other leaders fell to lowest levels in. tho fina} hour, 
shipping also reacting.
